President  of  j 
Liyoln  College,  announced  that  Ixiy-  I 
oln  was  going  on  u new  two  year  , 
plan.  The  new  course,  he  suiid,  will  i 
probably  only  last  for  (he  duration  \ 
of  the  war.  A twelve  week  semester  1 
will  replace  the  present  15  week  ' 
semester,  but  will  contain  the  oamc  j 
numlx-r  of  hours  as  the  former  plan.  | 
by  Incorporating  a longer  school  1 
day  There  will  be  tine  week  of  j 
vacation  l>etween  each  semester 
and  us  under  the  present  plan  scbotil 
will  he  continued  through  the  sum 
mer.  I'athcr  Bunn  said  that  after 
studying  the  present  educational 
set-up  It  wa.<  (he  only  workable  plan 
possible.

A test  will  ' 
tie  giri-n  on  April  3nd  to  determine 
those  who  will  be  chosen.  The  pur 
pose  Is  to  select  students  for  college 
training  under  the  Army  Special- 
ized Training  Program,  and  also  to 
classify  others  with  respect  to  their 
relative  ability.  Students,  however, 
will  Orel  have  to  complete  ihelr 
thirteen  weeks  basic  training  before 
they  are  eligible.  But  those  stu- 
dents who  successfully  pass  the  . 
army's  test  will  be  assured  of  being  i 
pni  into  (his  specialized  training  j 
program  as  soon  as  their  b.isic  train  j 
Ing  Is  completed.  The  qualllica-  : 
tions  for  taking  the  test  are  the  - 
s.'xroe  as  the  Navy's  except  (hat  the  ' 
ultimate  age  limit  is  thirty-two  , 
instead  of  twenty.  Those  In  the 
VI.  V5.  liT  or  the  Marine  Corps  ' 
Reserve  are  not  eligible  for  this  ' 
plan.

Problems  Of  World  Unity 
Subject  Of  Lectures 

The  third  in  the  series  of  lectures 
on  the  Problems  of  World  Unity 
will  be  given  on  this  coming  Sun- 
day. Major  Pacilico  A.  Orltz.  S. 
J..  of  the  Philippine  Army  Chap- 
lain's Corps  will  be  the  speaker. 
His  talk  is  entitled  "Pledge  to 
Bataan".  Fr.  Oritz.  born  in  the 
Philippines  and  educated  at  .Miinlln. 
entered  the  Jesuit  Order  two  months 
after  his  ordination  as  a priest. 
Five  days  after  war  was  declared 
Fr  Orllz  was  called  into  the  Army 
and  detailed  as  Military  Chaplain 
to  the  President  of  the  Philippines 
iind  his  stii/r  He  was  at  Corregldor 
during  its  two  months  siege,  and 
while  there  acted  as  Chaplain  to 
the  sick  and  wounded  in  the  under- 
ground hospital-  Maj.  Oritz  final- 
ly arrived  In  America  last  May.

There  Is  unity 
in  India,  contrary  to  popular  beliefs.

knowledged by  close  observers,  n 
fundamental  unity  In  India  under- 
lying and  holding  together  the  seem- 
ingly InHnlle  diversities  that  make 
up  the  fabric  of  Indian  life.  This 
unity  was  largely  cultural.  Unfav- 
orable circumstances  prevented  Us 
expression  in  the  past  Into  political 
unity,  though  llie  tendency  was  al- 
ways there.

The  organized  expression  of 
political  unity  is  the  Indian  Nation- 
al Congress,  which  ha.s  deflnUcly 
demonstrated  Us  claims  to  speak  for 
the  vast  majority  of  the  people.
